This is pretty awful. If it were only a question of filling up the refutar 


army, the recruiting stations, aided by a ballyhoo 
drive, could doubtless do it. But the job is much great- 
er than that It is to induct into military service *nd 
train several hundred thousand men as soon as they 
can be equipped and accommodated. 


The idea of selection—as distinguished from volun- 


teering—is not merely to get men. It is also to pre- 
serve civilian morale—to get those men with the least*: 
possible interference with normal life, and preserving 
in the process the utmost possible dignity and self- 
respect both in those who are selected to march vrfth 
the colors and those who are selected to take care of 
their families and serve in the activities behind to* 
battle line. 


If there is anything to the principle of selection, 


Johnson 
volunteering has no place in the picture. Selection .is 


scientific—not emotional. We can't afford any distinctions between those 
who volunteer and those who wait to be told what the nation wants them 
to do. We can't afford the recruiting slogan we had to silence in 1917— 
"be a went and not a sent" If we do, we brand the stigma of either "con- 
script" or "slacker" on any man who serves the real principle of selection. 
We make a joke out of Woodrow |

It was that very 
fact that gave this particular North- 
South team a match-point score 
that was under average on this 
board, the majority of the tables 
having reached seven hearts. 


South probably felt that he had 


been exceedingly brave and aggres- j 
sivc to jump ajl the way from three 
to six hearts, but actually this jump 
had been timid. The moment one 
diamond was bid by North, South 
should have visualized a slam, whe- 
ther large or small to be determin- 
ed by the subsequent bidding. When 
the two heart jump response met 
with 
an immediate raise 
from 


North, the matter of the trump suit 
was decided and then the only re- 
maining question was one of con- 
trols. It was conceivable that North 
had something like the K-Q spadrs. 
the A-J-10 of diamonds, and the 
K-Q of clubs, which meant that 
there would be an ace off the han.l, 
hence South should have used a 
slam convention (the 4-5 No Trump 
Convention or Blackwood) to de- 
termine how many aces North held. 
Obviously enough, North would an- 
nounce the possession of two aces, 
and then a grand slam bid by South 
would become an excel^nt risk. 


South's argument was that he had 


not used a slam convention because 
(he said) even if North showed two 
aces he (South) would be unable 
to count 13 tricks, since North's 
diamond suit might be both short 
and weak. Becoming specific, South 
argued that North's 
hand might 


have been something like: 
A A Q V Q x x x * A x * x * K x x 
If it were, he continued, a finesse 
would have to be taken in clubs or 
spades to fulfill a grand slam. 


What South overlooked was that 


a hand such as this would not have 
justified North's bidding, specifical- 
ly his immediate heart raise. With 
this type holding, North would have 
answered the two heart bid with 
two no trump, to show balanced dis- 
tribution 
and 
scattered 
honor 


strength. The actual heart raise in- 
dicated a liking for a trump suit 
rather than no trump and this, in 
turn, strongly suggested unbalanc- 
ed distribution, very likely includ- 
ing a five card diamond suit. In 
short, with North raising two aces 
(if given the opportunity for that 
announcement) a mere small slam 
contract was much too conserva- 
tive.

Then he 
will be self-controlled, self-directed 
and self-sustaiqjng. 


We canont expect a child to

Growth 
is slow. It is made up of experi- 
ences—most of

PAINTED PEOPLE 


Just when the Picts settled In 


Scotland no one knows. Neither do 
we know all the facts about their 
race, though it seems likely .they 
were Celts, or at least partly Celtic. 


The early Picts decorated their 


bodies with pictures or designs of 
one kind or another. Thfiir name is 
believed to mean "Painted People." 


They were of warlike nature.! 


Time and again they made raids on 
the Romans, and sometimes they 
lorced their way across Hadrian's 
Wall. 


The Picts were in Scotland before 


the Scots. The first clear record of 
Scots getting to Scotland gives the

time as about the year 495. The Picts 
had been in Scotland for hundreds 
of years before that. 


An old record tells us that the 


Picts used "chariots" in battle. We 
do not know what their chariots 
were like, but they probably were 
two-wheeled carts of a rather crude 
type. 


The Scots came in from Ireland. 


strange as it may seem. Certain old 
maps label the northern part of 
Great Britain as "Scotia 
Nova," 


meaning "New Scotland." Ireland- or 
at least a part of it, once held the 
name of "Scotia." 


For a long time, the Picts and the 


Scots did not get along together. 
There were scores of battles, large 
and small between them. 


Eleven hundred years ago, a Scot- 


tish king, Kenneth MacAlpin, led an 
army against the Picts. The Picts 
fell beneath this attack, and in -a 
few years their lands were placed 
in the kingdom of Scotland, as Mac 
Alpin called his realm. 


That ended the warfare between 


the Picts and the Scots. Scotland, as 
a single nation, had a long line of 
kings. Among these kings were four 
named Malcolm. Oihers ruled as Al- 
exander, David. Robert and James.
